A mistake of quite the opposite kind, of- 
ten made, is when teh ball Unishes in a bun- 
ker at the edge of a putting green. The 
player feels afraid of going too far and 
swings In a hesitating manner, trying to 
take as little sand as possible, with the re- 
sult that the ball generally remains in the 
hazard, Some golfers think that because 
a quarters wing is sufficient for a short ap- 
proach the same rule applies to an approach 
from a bunker, but this is quite an erron- 
eous Idea, The correct method of making 
the Jast named shot jis to take a full swing 
and al {ttle more sand than usual. This 
stroke requires great contidence, especially 
if the green is fast and there happens to 
be another sand pit beyond, and it is con- 
sidered to be one of the hardest to learn. 

There is really no excuse for the length 
of tine spent by some players lu bunkers. 
In the scientific laying out and making cof 
golf-courses, there is an unwritten law that 
no hazard should be so difficult that it can- 
not be got out of in one stroke. On old 
country links, some of the bunkers are 
truly terrifying; the Hedan at North Ber- 
wick, Horke’s Drift at Macrihauish, the Car- 
dinal’ at P restwick, and Hell at St. Andrews 
being amongst the most formidable, At 
Musselburgh the famous bunker “Pandy” 
gels its name from the fact that pandemo- 
monium {1s suposed to reign there when an 
unfortunate golfer is buried in tts gravelly 
depths. In spite of the dijculty of the 
above hazards, they cannét be called unfair, 
because tt is very unusual to see any good 
professional take .more than oue- stroke 
to extricate himself from any of them; and 
what can be accomplished by a. professional 
in these yawning chasms, can also be done 
by an amateur in the comparatively eusy 
traps on the golf courses of the New World.
